Sin,—Through the courtesy of Sir Howard Vineent IT have been favoured 


with his pamphlets on the above subjeet. L have read the same with the 
greatest interest, and the impression left on my mind was that Sir Howard 
aml his friends are a party of well-meaning gentlemen whose zeal for thei 
country’s welfare has outrun their diseretion. 

We must give them credit’ for the very best of intentions, and, | 
passant, L must deplore the tone adopted by some of ‘your corresponder! 
on this matter. If one cannot agree with one’s opponent, vilifying him wil! 
not avail, and will do no good whatever; prove that your oppenent is wron 
and if he is an Englishman and a gentleman he will admit his” error, 
alter his views. One must produce facts, stubborn, incontestable facts ; 
with this object in view | beg to lay a few facets before you. 

l have had a life-lony experience of the East End of London, sol can 
speak with close intimate knowledge of this important question, The gross 
inaccuracy of the statistics brought forward to support the anti-alien agitation 
has already been dealt with most fully in your columns, 1 will confine mys 
to the main point at issue, i.¢e., ‘* Are these immigrants a source of streng! 
or weakness to the country at large?’ Prove that they are a source © 
Strength, and, adopting Colonel Goldsmid’s phrase, ** you will be taking the 
wind Out of the sails of the anti-alien agitators.”’ 

In his short preface, after eulogising the patriotism of our coreligionists, 
as evidenced by the fact that upwards of 700 Jews are included in the 
british Army in South Africa, that 50 have perished for their country, Sir 
Howard is generous enough to candidly and frankly admit that *' all with 
knowledge of the facts must recognise the loyalty, the industry, the sobriety, 
the philanthropy of the British Jews.”’ 

tritish Jews, forsooth! Would Sir Howard be very shocked to know 
that these British Jews are the children and the grandchildren of the race 
of despised aliens whom he is so very desirous of keeping out of the king 
dom? Surely, Sir, a race with these characteristics most be a source | 
strength toany country. Sir Howard, quoting the Earl of Dudley, assert. 
that alien labour had already secured a monopoly of certain industries. 

I submit, with alldue respect, that the aliens have not monopolised any 
industry, they have simply created them. Withdraw, if it were possible, 
the alien labour from the tailoring, boot making, mantle making, and kin- 
dred industries, and you would have an object lesson that would laugh your 
Alien Bill and its backers out of the House, 

Moreover, how can your hardened politician with any amount of reason 
restrict cheap home labour, and allow the same commodities manufactured 
abroad with foreign labour and foreign material to enter the country unre- 
stricted? Of thetwo evils which is the greater ? 

The Karl of Dudley, speaking of Russian and Polish immigrants, goes on 
to say that the alien immigrant ‘‘ not merely makes it more diflicult for our 
working classes to get an honest and adequate livelihood, but also introduces 
a very deteriorating and demoralising element into our whole sovial 
system.”' 

Now, in reply to these charges, L will, by your leave, tell the noble Ear! 
and Sir Howard what this very deteriorating and demoralising element has 
already achieved. Within a very few yards of Toynbee Hall, Commercia! 
Street, there was a_ district (I am pleased to write in the past 
tense) known as and still bearing the cuphonious names of Flower 
and Dean Street, Lolesworth Street, and Thrawl Street; thoroughfares 
leading into Brick Lane. Policemen were formerly stationed at the 
corners on point-duty, and no stranger would venture down with 
out police protection. Without question this was one of the foulest 
slums of London, the abode of all the vice and wickedness that degrade « 
nation. I would beg your anti-alien to go there now, and he will see what 
purely Jewish enterprise has accomplished. Thieves’ dens have been 
levelled to the ground and palatial artizans’ dwellings that any town might! 
be proud to own, of the rateable value of some £10,000 a year, stand on their 
sites, created by Jewish enterprise, some actually built by Jewish builders, 
a living monument of industry occupied by respectable law-abiding workers. 
Vile doss-houses have been demolished, and the new Portuguese Jews’ 
Schools stand forth, doing God's work and training a race of strong, noble 
lads and lasses, blood and sinew of a mighty race, who will go forth into 
the world a credit to their country and their King. LT would beg your anti- 
alien to accompany me on the Sabbath eve to these and similar Jewish 
dwellings--he would see the Sabbath-lights brightly burning, the white 
Sabbath cloth, the cleanly, wholesome home, the scrupulously clean bedding. 
the intelligent and handsome youngsters. This is the home of the alien. 

And then step across to the famous Dorset Street, which the Jewish alicn 
(this **scourge,’’ as he is termed) has not yet invaded and where the old 
inhabitant still reigns supreme, See the thieves’ dens and doss-houses, the 
drunken sots and the poor, wretched, abandoned creatures prowling around, 
and tell me, Mr. Anti-Alien, which is the more demoralising element, and 
which class is more beneficial to the State. | 

A quotation is made from Mr. Hall Caine’s letters to the Times, and we 
are told there are two classes of immigrants, the larger and the smaller. 
From the larger, Western Europe suffers no real danger whatever. It is the 
sinaller, Says he, that is the peril, There is something terribly pathetic in 
his description of the sufferings of this class. Mr. Hall Caine writes :— 
‘Robbed by raseally agents of their own race, and blackmailed by black- 
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cuardedly officials, their exodus from their own land is often a story of 
suffering so awful, of misery so extreme, of human degradation so abject 
that the baldest recital of the facts as, I know them, would fill all England 
with horror. Many of them reach Hamburg penniless, but they do not apply 
to the Committee, because the Committee sends few or none to England, 
nd they are physically unfit for the Argentine. Somehow thev get five 


hillings a head from benevolent persons, and for that sum they are taken 
y steamship to London, or Harwich, or Grimsby, or Hull. On the vessel 
vey are are fed chiefly on salt herrings and potatoes, and often sworn at 

if they were dogs. They sit and lie on the lower deck in groups, reading 
he Bible in good weather, and looking cheerless and sick and weak. When 
ve Custom officers come aboard, their poor little bags, sometimes containing 
ix volumes of the Talmud to one unelean shirt. a piece of string and a 
lavier’s Knife apiece, are kicked about like balls.”’ 

Surely, Sir, the bitterest enemies of the poor Jewish alien must discern 
~mething traly heroic in the sufferings of these people, when they reflect 
hat these terrible hardships are endured for the love of their God and 
cred religion; that they suffer all these terrible indignities, ah! face even

EDUCATIONAL RESTRICTIONS ON JEWS IN RUSSIA, 

“ik, —What was only a rumour yesterday is an unmistakable fact to-day 

pegards the further restrictions for Jews in educational matters in Russia. 
hy the laws of Russia, edueation for Jews either in Government schools or 

private educational institutions, is obligatory. But Russia, as-far at 
least as her subjects of the Jewish faith are concerned, is governed not by 
haw but by Circular. The recent cireulars issued by the Ministry of Public 
lustruetion fix the normals of the number of Jewish students as follows : 
ln the Southern Universities, seven per cent. instead of ten per cent. : in 
‘he Universities of St. Petersburg and Moscow, two per cent. instead of 
three per eent.; and all other Russian Universities, three per cent. instead 
of five per cent. As regards the Grammar Schools, further entrances of 
Jewish pupils have been put a stop toaltogether until the limits fixed by the 
Circulars of 1887 have been restored. All these measures are only temporary. 
There is still room for further restrictions before zero is reached, It remains 
now for the Russian Jews to establish their own schools for their children. 
but even here there are difficulties in the way. You cannot do a single thing 
in Russia without obtaining first*the permission of those in power. And 


those in power obstruct because of the absence of laws which sanetion 
suchaects. What, then, willthe Jews do? A Jew cannot exist without educa- 
tion. They will do now on a larger seale what they were compelled to do 


since the first restrictions were announced by the 1887 circulars. They will 
vo abroad and crowd the Universities of Berlin, Vienna, Berne, Zurich, 
Maris and others, in spite of great sacrifices and even greater deprivations. But 
they will obtain their great object in life whether Kussia likes it or not. 

It is evident that those who hold in their hands the destinies of Russia 
have made up their minds by hook or by crook to purge the country of its 
Jewish subjects. This policy was begun in IS8SS81, and the exodus which then 
commenced knows no end. Have those who govern Russia ever thought of 
finding out what becomes of her Jews who are daily running away for their lives 
in order to find an ahode elsewhere? If they did not we wonder how they 
like the deseription of the 20,000 Jews who have settled in Chicago. 
The author of that description is M. M_ hovaleysky, a name well known 
especially at Oxford. In his interesting letters from Chicago which are now 
Appearing in a Moseow paper, the Russkia Viedomosti, Professor Kovalevsky 
touches on the 20,000 Jewish inhabitants of Chicago, which almost exelusively 
consist of unwilling emigrants hailing from Russia. The Professor 
tells us of the Russian theatre created there hy those Jews, of the 
enthusiasm with which they sing Russian songs, and remember the heart of 
Russia, Mother Moscow. Moscow, remarks the author, has, seemingly, 
given very little to the Chicago Jew, who, thanks to her, is becoming 
* Unele Sam.’ And, nevertheless, he remembers her with affection as an 
incarnation of that nation which he has left. ‘* We are Russians, we 
ure pleased to welcome them,”’ I heard at every meeting with Chicago Jews, 
und one of the first who was kind enough to help me in the matter 
of studying the contemporary life of the Americans was again a 
Jew, an old student of mine at the Moscow University, Mr. Jacobson, who 
is at present Secretary of the Statistical Committee at Washington. This 
Russian patriotism of the young Jewry who are already on the road to 
hecome Anglicised, represents a highly touching feature, It also serves asa 
pledge that our countrymen of not long ago will become in the New World con- 
ductors of Russian cultural influences. I said, ‘* they will become.”’ It would 
he more correct to say, ‘* they have become,’’ for even now already they, and 
ione but they, take eare to popularise our best Russian writers by way of 
translation or leetures. It is a significant fact that the first chair for 
Slavonic lore and in particular of Russian lore, which was established 
recently at Harvard, has been occupied by a Russian Jew. These very 
Jews are also acquainting the Americans with the Russian and particularly 
with the Siberian ehtnography ; to this end they enter learned missions and 
compose systematical descriptions of the various races in Russia by order 
of the Smithsonian Institute at Washington. All this does not interfere with 
their picking up quickly the English language, and thus penet rating into the 
ranks of prosperous professional men, The most successful lawyer at 
Chicago, Mr. Myer, is a native of Russia. Amongst the best medical men 
of Chicago there are a good many who began their elementary education 
Within the limits of our country. 

These are the Jews whom Russia turns away, and whom our own anti- 
alien movement tries to keep out of England! 

It needed. only a generation to see what the Russian Jew, expelled 
from his country, becomes when transplanted into the wide-wide world, 
May we not predict that another generation will see the Russian Govern- 
ent Schools purged of Jewish pupils, and these latter none the worse for 
it ——clsewhere ?

When | answered his first letter in your issue of the 26th April | 
little thought that the writer would run to you again without any solid facts, 
He says that 1 have allowed my malignancy to control my understanding, 
but I leave to your readers to judge, on reading my defence, who is saturated 
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with malignity, and whose understanding is contorted, It is very easy for 
the ** Black Bene Israel" to imagine a few facts, to assume any premises, 
and draw illogical and unfounded conclusions from them. Tn all his letters 
he does not quote a single author in eontirmation of what he says. 
Through his jaundiced eve everything looks yellow to him. He sees every 
thing ina quite different light. The rankling thought of his obseure birth, 
lam sorry to say, has excited him and dimmed his vision. He finds every- 
thing derogatory to the White Bene Israel. He has trampled on Clios 
literature, and tried to misrepresent matters and to force these on your 
readers as facts. Now | shall meet his charges against the White Bene 
Isracl by quoting authorities in my favour. 

‘*Black Bene Israel '' emphatically denies that his community has ans 
native admixture. But unfortunately he gives no hint how we are to account!

(Jewish Intelligence), ** The sudden degradation 
of the Bene-Israels from the happy lot they enjoyed at home to a state ofl 
utter destitation caused by the shipwreck, the removal of their residence 
from a cool provilice like Palestine to the hot regions of India, the deterio-

resemble the Arabian Jews”? (Dr. Wilson's ** Lands of the Bible’’). This is 
hot a hyperbolical and exaggerated account by an interested party, but true 
facts described by disinterested, fair-minded, just critics, who were well 
familiar with the facts discussed. 

Secondly, as regards **the extreme assimilation of the Bene Israels 
with the natives which existed up till lately,’’ I do not find anywhere a 
writer saying this. This point was so evident, perhaps, that they did not 
think it worth while to say anything to show that they were not assimilated 
with the natives. I will lay before your readers a few facts in my support. 
No doubt the Bene Israel, like the Jews of the world, have adopted the dress, 
language and a few of the customs of the people among whom they live. 


But in all the essential points they differ from them. The Bene Israel 


observe the Sabbath which the Goyim do not venerate; they circumeise their 


children on the eighth day, while the Mahomedans circumcise after some 
years ; they have the Jahrzeit of the dead on the seventh day, while the 
Mahomedans have it on the third and the Hindus on the llth. ** The Bene 
Israelite, unlike the ancient Egyptiaus, Babylonians, Persians, Syrians and 
other Eastern nations reckoned their day from sunset to sunset, and did not 
follow the Hindu custom of reckoning the day, but adopted the reckoning 
which Moses had prescribed in Levit. xxiii., 32.'"" **And even before the 
revival of religious rites they kept almost all the feasts and fasts of the 
Israels of old.’’ In dietary laws, too, they differ from the Indians. They do 
not eat. the forbidden animals and birds ; they eat kosher meat only, and do 
not eat all kinds of fish like the Hindus and Mohomedans. 1 think these 
points of difference will suffice. Will ‘‘ Black Bene Israel’? explain what 
he means by ** extreme assimilation.”’ 

Thirdly, ** Black Bene Israel '’ emphatically declares in both his letters that 
the White Bene Israel have native admixture. This, like the other, is an 
arbitrary remark. Again I ask him that if the White Bene Israel were 
impure why they should separate those born of mixed blood and of alien 
women from themselves? How could they form two classes with different 
names, of the same people? And how all of a sudden such an idea struck 
them? No sane person can conceive how this could come about. All 
writers bear testimony to the fact that they classed only the. impure 
Israclites by the title of Black Israelites. This distinetion was rigidly 
observed by them according to the ordinances of Nehemiah and Ezra. It is 
well known to all that David Rahabi, a traveller of the 9th or 10th Century, 
after various examinations came to the conelusion and was convinced that 
the Bene Israelites were pure Jews. Mr. J. J. Benjamin, in his ** Eight 
Years in Asia and Africa,’’ considers the tribe which he names the Bene 
Israels, or the White Jews, to be descended fromthe ten tribes, and further 
says, “| have the firm conviction, and do not consider it difficult to prove, 
that the Bene Israel are not only real Jews, but likewise lineal descendants 
of the ten tribes.’’ The reason for so judging and deciding the matter as 
given by him are the following: 

1. The systematic and strict separation which they observe towards 
the heathen tribes among whom they dwell, and their endeavours to avoid 
all connection with them. 

2. Their exact and strict observance of the most essential precepts 
of the Jewish religion, for instance circumcision and the evelebration 
of the Sabbath. 


3. The extrem» care t! ey take in observing all the. ancient customs 


with regard to the slaughter of animals and their abstaining from t). so 
which are forbidden in the Bible, 

|. Their pious veneration for the manuscripts of the Law, wh) 
though they are unable to read them—they preserve in their synagou..s,

‘muly under the shelter of his munificence and generosity. There is only one 
member of the Jewish community—Mr. F. D. Moeatta—-who has approached to 
such universality both of charity and of personal aetivity and he has found 
a triendly rival in this respect in Mr. Charles Samuel, 


direction. 


It is not only his purse that has been always open to every legitimate 
claim, but he is also ready at all times to sacrifice His time and ease to 
tuke aetive part in the practical work. Here his sound commonsense and 
business capacities have been of great use to the bodies with whigh he is 
connected. We are afraid to say how many such institations he may have 
been connected with, There is the United Synagogue, the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, the Jews’ Free Sehool, the Anglo-Jewish Association, Jews’ 
College, the Bread, Meat and Coal Charity, the Indigent Blind Society, the 
Jewish Ladies’ Benevelent Society ; and we have by no means exhausted the 
list. In fact there is no public charity that does not enjoy his generous con- 
tributions, Just as impossible is it to give a fall account of the Committee 
work he has done during these many years in connection with several of 
the above institutions. He never was contented to be a mere ornamental 
ligure-head, he never allowed himself to be nominated for the sake of the 
mere honour of the thing. Onee he had joined a Comfnittee he threw hitsel! 
heart and soul into the werk, and his administrative powers made themselves 
soon felt, Whether it was a question of public Jewish buildings, or of 
upprenticing lads, or of direct dist ribution of charity in every form, or of

the financial administration of any institution, he showed everywhere the 
same indefatigable zeal, the same grasp of detail, the same wealth of resource. 


If we were to classify the different aspects in which his benevolence 
shows itself, we should say, first, that he is at the greatest pains to 
alleviate the material needs and physical sufferings of his fellow men, and 
secondly, that he is greatly concerned about their educational welfare. 
Nobody except himself -and, perhaps, not even himself—will ever know 
the amount of charity expended by him in private; and no deserving case 
ever failed to meet from him with a suitable response.- Do not let us try to 
pry into this feature of genuine Jewish benevolence by enumerating, not 
the individual cases, which would be impossible, but the numerous types ot 
suffering which he has relieved in this way ; this silent mode of judicious 
well-doing necessarily withdraws itself from the publie gaze. 


It is in connection with Jews’ College and the Jewish Board of Guardians 
that his generosity has found its most bountifal expression, He has been 
perhaps, with bat few exceptions, the most painstaking as he is the most 
sympathethic, and for many years the most active of the older members 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, Some of his most useful activity and 
benevolence was directed to increasing the efliciency of the Industrial 
Department. He has been for several years a Vice-President of the Board, and 
the benefactions distributed on his ‘* private account "’ are ona most generous 
scale. To tell in detail this side of his character would give him pain, for 
he is peculiarly aman who“ doth good by stealth and blushes to find it fame,"’ 


Formany vears he has taken Jews’ College under his wing. Here also his 
; modesty displays itself in the most 
touching way. Whilst working 
zealously, and devising and executing 
schemes for its administration, he 
is always timid diflfident 
in respect to the edueational 
portion of the work, But 
in all other respects, the aid and 
assistance this College enjoyed at his 


hand was on a princely seale. 
Thousands of pounds were spent by 
him to make ita pattern institution. 
He acquired for it the. stately man- 
sion, Queen Square House, Guil- 
ford Street, W.C., a building which 
affords all faeilities required ; he was 
instrumental with others in making 
considerable additions to the library, 
and he exerts himself in all possible

The PRESIDENT read a further correspondence with the United Hebrew 
Charities of New York on the subject of emigration assisted by the Board. 
At the request of the New York body the correspondence was regarded as 
confidential. 


On the same subject Mr. A. Rosexretp, as Chairman of the Emigration 
Committee, brought up the following report of that Committee ; 


Thn Emigration Committee have held during the recess several meetings to con- 
sider the question of future emigration to the lL mited States, and the correspondence 
which has passed between the President of the Board and the Managers of the United 
Hebrew Charities in New York. 

The Emigration Committee recognise that the Managers of the United Hebrew 
(Charities in New York are labouring under great difficulties, and consider that, so far as 
is possible, the New \ ork (‘ommittee's wishes should he « onsidered, and every practical 
assistance rendered them in curtailing the stream of emigration so as to prevent an 
increase of the evils existing in the Jewish quarter of New York. 

The chief requests made bry the Managers of the United Hebrew Charities are: 

|. That before the Board assists any further cases to any part of the United States 
and Canada the particulars should be first sent to New York for investigation 
by the United Hebrew Charities. 

2. That no Emigrant whatever shall be sent without the permission of the United 
Hebrew Charittes. 

The cases hitherto assisted by the Emigration Committee may be divided into the 
following categories :--A. Married men with their families. B. Single men and women. 
(’, Cases where relatives are residents in the United States and have sent prepaid tickets 
lor part of their tamilies, 1). Cases where the husband has preceded his family, (These 
cases practi ally come under the denomination of desertions, ) Of the total number of 
#*#Micrants approximately per cent. were cusses Coming under category per eent. 
under B.. per cent, under ana per cent. under 1). 

Kefore assisting or forwarding any of these cases the Emigration Committee have 
insisted on satisfactory proof being shown that: 1. The intended Emigrants were 
under 40 years of age. 2. They were in good health. 3. They had relations or friends 
to provide for them on arrival at their destination. 4. They possessed some limited 
means. All cases without these qualifications, as well as those of pedlars and teachers, 
have been systematically refused assistance by the’ Emigration Committee. Of the 
cases assisted about one-half have been sent to New York. 

The Emigration Committee are of opinion that for the present they should so far 
meet the wishes expressed, by: 1. Discontinuing the assistance of cases under category 
1), without first submitting each case to the United Hebrew Charities. 2. Curtailing the 
emigration to New York, 

The Emigration Commitee, however, do not see their way to agree to the curtail- 
ment of emigration to places outside New York, more especially to those in the Western 
and Southern portions of the United States; neither can they agree to any restrictions 
being placed in the way of assisting cases to any of the English Colonies in the American 
Continent. 

The Emigration Committee submit for the consideration of the Board the following 
resolutions which were adopted at the Committee’s last meeting :— 

1. That in cases where the head of the family has gone direct to New York from 
Eastern Europe, and the members of the family apply to the Board to be sent 
out to join him, such persons shall not be sent without consulting the United 
Hebrew Charities. 

2. That special care will be taken, not to send families to add to the already 

congested state of New York. 

Mr. ROSENFELD, in moving the adoption of the two recommendations, 
which form the final passages of the report, said that his Committee were 
unanimous in their decision, and they did not see that there was any 
possibility of going further. Wherever in the United States emigrants 
might be sent, there was no.doubt that some would find their way back to 
New York. 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN, in seconding, said that in future more care would 
be taken to send emigrants to places other than New York, 

Mr. N. 8, Josep said that while he agreed with the Emigration Com- 
mittee, he objected to any compact being entered into with the Jewish 
authorities in New York. Of the 1,038 persons sent in 1900 by 
the Board to various places in the world, only 754 had gone 
to New York, which was little more than one per cent. of the 60,000 Jewish 
souls who entered the United States in that year. Though in this respect 
the Board's emigrants might be considered a negligeable quantity, there 
was the greatest possible reason why emigration should be curtailed. He 
agreed, however, with Mr. Rosenfeld that it would be a serious thing if the 
door were not left open. Through the courtesy of the President, he had 
been informed that during the last two months only twenty-three cases, 
comprising sixty-eight souls, had been sent by the Board to New York. As 
regards the Russo-Jewish Committee, he took it upon himself to give 
directions that during the same period no case should be emigrated, and that 
any special case should be referred to him, There had been only one such 
case, and that he had declined to send away. If the Board continued to 
send to New York at the rate of sixty-eight persons in two months, the 
emigration would be reduced to a matter of no importance. But he objected 
to the Board tying its hands by giving any pledge such as was asked for by 
the United Hebrew Charities. Mr. Joseph moved the following amendment :— 


The Board having been informed by the President that, during the past two months, 
in recognition of the congested condition of New York, emigration operations had been 
yreatly curtailed, only 23 cases (comprising 68 souls) having been sent to America by the 
Board, and no cases whatever by the Kusso-Jewish Conjoint Committee, 

It is Resolved: That this Board fully appreciates the dangers arising from the con- 
gestion of Jewish immigrants in New York as detailed in Mr. Bijur’s letter, and 
cordially sympathises with the United Hebrew Charities on the responsibilities and 
difficulties entailed on them by that congestion. 

That, without committing itself to any pledge or promise as to the future, which 
must necessarily depend on circumstances as they arise, the Board approves of the course 
that has been adopted since the 15th July, for the limitation of assisted emigration to 
special cases only, and sanctions the continuance of that policy for the present. 

That in order to prevent the loss and suffering that would result from the fruitless 
j urneys of intending emigrants, suitable notices be given by circular and through the 
press in the principal Jewish centres in Poland, Russia, and elsewhere. 


Mr. L. A, Isaacs seconded the amendment, as he entirely sympathised 
with the principle enunciated by Mr. Joseph, Mr. Isaacs maintained 


— 


that the wishes of the United Hebrew Charities of New York could not |. 
earried out. The Board ought not of its free-will entirely te shut out Americ 
from its operations in respect to emigration. 


Mr. ALFreD J. WALLEY said that the sad event which had just oceurre:: 
in America must tend to curtail still more immigration to that country. 
He wished to strengthen the hands of the committee in New York. 


Mr. B. L. Conen, M.P., said that the issue was so momentous, affecting 
as it did the Jews throughout the world, that the Board of Guardians should 
not come to a wrong decision. He was disposed to incline to the advice 
tendered by Mr. Joseph, because he considered that to enter into any 
covenant would be to bind themselves in an inextricable manner, whilst the 
benefit resulting from such contract would be exceedingly small. If th. 
Board were to covenant not to send any families to New York without, he 
would not say the permission of, but without previous correspondence wit) 
the United Hebrew Charities they would even then be sparing New York 
what would undoubtedly be a negligeable quantity. He trembled to thin 
what the effect would be if any covenant were entered into, and the Board 
should inform the Jewish authorities in New York that they found i: 
impossible to give a binding word not to send any emigrants thither, bu: 
they should request the Emigration Committee to restrict and, as far as | 
could, stop such emigration. He desired to see emigration from here to 
New York largely diminished if not stopped altogether; for he felt that the 
case for restriction of emigration to America was far stronger than i» 
respect to England, despite the agitation in its favour with which he did 
not agree, 


Mr. M. A. GREEN’ supported Mr. Joseph's amendment, holding at the 
same time that it was of prime importance to conciliate the Jewish 
authorities in New York. It would be a greater misfortune if immigration 
were curtailed in America than would be the ease in England, for Americ. 
received twenty times as many immigrants as did this country |Mr. B. L. 
Cohen: Hear, hear]. He hoped Mr. Rosenfeld would support the amen! 
ment so that the Board might come to a unanimous decision, 


Mr. A. Rosenreip, in replying to some of the previous speakers, sai:! 
that the Emigration Committee had been very much handicapped during 
the last four vears in having to deal with cases from Russia, where th 
husband had gone to the States leaving his wife behind until he could pre 
pare a home in America. He did not believe that two per 1,000 of th 
persons sent to New York found their way to the United Hebrew Charities. 
and of late the London Committee had certainly sent none who were not a!) 
to earn their living. 


The PRESIDENT said that he did not believe there was any materi:| 
divergence of opinion among the members of the Board. “He attached litt) 
importance to giving or withholding a pledge. Bat he did attach gre 
importance to the action of Committees here; and from the faet that with) 
the past two months the Russo-Jewish Committee had not forwarded an) 
cases, and the Board only twenty-three cases, all of them good, to New York, 
it was evident that this action approximated to what was desired by the 
American Jewish bodies. 


The amendment was carried nem, con. 


Miscellaneous. 

The Hon. Secrerary (Mr. M. A. Green) reported the receipt of £25 from 
the estate of the late Lord Henry Seymour for the Abraham Lyon Moses 
Almshouses. Under the will of this nobleman, who died many years ago in 
Paris, bequests were made to the ** hospices '’ in London, and Jewish institu- 
tions such as the Almshouses and the Jews’ Hospital were admitted as 
beneficiaries. 


Mr. Grrew also reported two cases of the refunding of outlays by the 


Board for emigration, and the receipt of clothing from. the Hampstead Syna- 
gogue Guild, per Mrs. H. S. Harris. 


The Board sanctioned the investment of a few small legacies, and con- 
firmed the appointment of Mr, Arthur H. Solomon as a member of the 
Workrooms Committee. 


The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

OBITUARY. 


Mr. BENJAMIN’ RITTER. 


East London Jewry has suffered a severe loss by the death of Mr. 
Benjamin Ritter, which ocenrred on Wednesday. Mr. Ritter had been 
seriously ill for many months and his death was not unexpected. 

Benjamin Ritter was born in Warsaw in 1848. He was 19 years old on 
his arrival in England, and soon settled in Liverpool, where he resided for 
a period of ten years. In that city he was actively connected with ** The 
First Hebrew Tontine Society.’’ Early in the eighties he retarned to London 
and from 1886, when he became a member of the Court *‘ Shield of David” of 
the Ancient Order of Foresters, of which he was the Chief Ranger, he 
took an active interest in East End communal affairs. tn 1888 he founded the 
‘London Hebrew Benetit Society,’’ which now has a membership of over 900, 
and is the largest Jewish individual benefit society in the country. 

At the time of his death he was trustee of the Court ‘* The Shield of 
David,’ President. of the Tontine Society, trustee of the ** Queen Vietoria 
Diamond Jubilee Society,” President of the ** Degel Machne Jehuda,”” and 
Honorary President of the Vine Court Synagogue of which he had been 
President fer seven  vears, Honorary President of the Chevra 
‘* Ezras Noshim,”’ having tirst held the office of President, Vice-President of 
the Chevra ** Malbish Arumin’’ in connection with the Brick Lane Talmud 
Torah, and Viee-President of the ** Kowno Yeshibah”’ Fund. He was also 
actively counected with the ** Harmony and Concord’ Benetit Society. 

He always teok an interest in Zionist matters and represented the now 
on the Headquarters’ Tent of the Chovevi Zion 
Association. In 1000, he was elected a member of the Executive Council of 
the English Zionist Federation, and in May of this year became Vice- 
President of that body. He attended the Zionist Congresses in Basle in 
ISUN and L800 and the London Congress last vear. For five years he served on 
the Board of the Federation of Synagogues. His many services were from time 
to time recognised, and he was the recipient of vold medals from the Court 
Shield of David,’ the London Hebrew Tontine Society, and a silver Kiddish 
Cup and spice hox and gold key, on its re-opening, from the Vine Court 
Synagogue, 

Mr. Ritter was of a very charitable disposition, and ever ready to help 
where assistance was needed. He wielded a great influence in East 
End communal circles, and he was always one of the first consulted before 
any serious step was contemplated in any of the affairs relating to local 
Chevras or friendly societies. He was very popular, and is not only mourned 
by his wife and four children, but by a large cirele of friends. 

The funeral takes place to-day (Friday) at clock, Prom 
Parkholme Road, Dalston.

The Jews in Russia. 


STANDARD" TELEGRAM, | 


Moscow, 


The new limitations upon the admission of Jews to the Russian Univer- 
sities are already showing the cruel injustice of the measure. At the 
Kharkov University, out of a total of new students admitted of two hundred 
and sixty-six, only eight were Jews. How many Jews applied for admission 
is not stated, but it is officially stated that there were twelve Jews who 
had ** finished the Gymnasium °’--which is equivalent to matriculation—not 
only with full marks, but with gold medals. At the Technological Institute, 
in the same town, there were two hundred and forty admissions, of which 
seven were Jews. Here, also, no less than twelve Jews applied for 
admission who had received full marks, or ** highest possible’ at their 
former schools. At the University of St. Viadimir, at Kiev, out of five 
hundred and eighteen new admissions, thirty-two only were Jews and all of 
them medallists. 


Jews in Universities and Institutes, 

The University of St. Petersburg has admitted sixteen Jews of which 
twelve are gold-medallists and four silver-medallists. 

Out of 157 Jews the University of Kieff has admitted thirty-two candidates 
all gold-medallists. 

The Kieff Politechnical Institute received 844 applications for the First 
Course, and 110 for the Second Course. There were 330 vacancies in the 
first, for which 559 candidates competed, and of these 509 were successful. 
The Couneil decided to admit to the First Course 358 students, ineluding 
forty-three Jews, and thirty-six students into the Second Course, including 
eleven Jews. The sum total of marks was, in the engineering section: 
15> for Christians, and 18 for Jews; and in the chemical section: 15>) for 
Christians and 18!) for Jews. 

The Charkoff University admitted 266 candidates, including eight Jews. 
amongst the Jewish applicants being twelve gold-medallists. 


Jews’ Free SCHOOL SWIMMING CLUB.—This Club consisting of the pupils of the 
Jews’ Free School held its first annual competition on Wednesday afternoon, at Aldgate 
Baths: Mr. Louis B. Abrahams, the Head Master, being present. The principal event 
was a two-length race, the winners being Solomon Musler (Ist), and Charles Cohen (2nd). 
Marks Melandovitch was the winner of a one-length race after an exciting contest. 
The prizes in each case were silver medals. Mr. Samuel Davis acted as starter and 
judge.

To THE EDITOR oF THE ** STANDARD.’ 


Sin,—Mvy attention has been called to an article which appeared 
under the above heading in the columns of the Standard on Saturday last, 
and I-feel that I should be failing in my duty to the community in which I 
have the honour to minister, and to the great mass of God-fearing, law- 
abiding and peace-loving coreligionists who constitute the East End Jewry 
in whose midst I have lived and laboured for upwards of fourteen years, 
were Ll to suffer the grave indictment preferred by your correspondent 
against my people, to pass unchallenged. 

1 forbear from making any comment upon the purpose the writer had 
in view in seeking to foist upon the foreign Jew of East London 
the responsibility for the promulgation of those pernicious doctrines 
which are a menace to society at large, and which are condemned by all 
right-minded men of any and every religious creed, at a moment when Jew 
and Gentile alike were staggering under the terrible hews that reached us 
from America with reference to the dastardly attack on the life of her 
beloved President, which has terminated in the tragedy which is lamented 
hy the whole civilised world, That parpose is but too obvious, and will in 
itself suflice to expose the malice by which the article in question was 
prompted, and to deprive it of any influence which the writer sought to 
effect upon the minds of your readers. IT do net know what opportunities and 
facilities vour correspondent has had to justify him in claiming that close 
acquaintance with the inner life of the foreign Jew in East London which he 
pretends to possess. But | do not hesitate to set my intimate knowledge 
and experience of East End Jewish life against his. I am as well acquainted 
with the districts in which he sets the lurid picture of his so-called 
* Anarchist Colonies in East London,’’ as he can possibly be.. I know well 
the class of Jews who have their homes within the radius he pretends to 
deseribe. [I have gone in and out among them for the past fourteen 
vears, | know the places to which they resort and the purposes for which 
they meet together, | understand their mode of life; their aims 
and their aspirations are as familar to me as those of my own domestic 
circle, and | do not hesitate to say that of the 4,000 heads of 
families who, your correspondent assumes, on -the authority of a 
member of the Berner Street Club, to be members of Communist 
amd Anarchist Clubs in East London, ** whose practical creed may be summed 
up as the evangel of violence and assassination,’’ there is not one but would 
repudiate with seorn and derision the suggestion of your correspondent, 
that he was attached to the Jewish or any other religious body. Indeed, 
your correspondent gives the lie to his own assumption when in one sentence 
he asserts that, ** None of the men bave beards, but are shaven except fora 
moustache, and they wear their hair close-cropped ’’—a description which at 
once disposes of the allegation that the men are Russian Jews: for no 
Russian Jew with the slightest religious feeling would, on any account what- 
ever, have his beard or any of the hair of his face shaven—-and in another, 
that ** they seoffl at religion as only men absolutely void of all religious sense 
can do, and deride above all the religious practices of their own race.”’ 

No, Sir, the foreign Communists and Anarchists who infest some districts 
of East and West London are not Jews; we have no need to repudiate them, 
they repudiate us most loudly and emphatically, they laugh to seorn our 
most sacred institutions, they violate our most honoured traditions, they give 
no allegiance to our ecclesiastical authorities or lay leaders, they do not 
attend our synagogues, there is nought in common between them and us. 
Judaism and Anarchy cannot be blended together ; a Jewish Anarchist is a 
contradiction in terms. But your correspondent asserts that ‘the fraternity 
have their own places of meeting for public worship.’ I challenge him to 
give me the local of any such place, and to produce any one man 
who attended service under such auspices on our recent New Year Festival 
on Saturday and Sunday last, days upon which the least observant of Jews 
do not fail to be present at public worship. With this challenge let me 
turn from the mass of misrepresentation and calumny of which your 
correspohdent’s article is composed, tomore reliable but not less independent 
writers on East End Jewish Life. 

Mr. Charles Booth in his monumental work on the Life and Labour of the 
People, incorporates in the volume dealing with East London, a special chapter 
on the Jewish Community contributed by Miss Beatrice Potter who | know 
took the greatest pains to arrive at accurate eonclusions when pursuing 
her investigations into the conditions of East End Jewish Life. Miss Potter 
has much to say on the subject of foreign immigration and on the problems 
that beset the Jewish community with reference thereto. She follows the 
course of the immigrant’s career from the day of his landing on these shores, 
and she goes on to say ‘‘ they (the immigrants) are set down in an alr 
overstocked and demoralized labour market, they are surrounded by the 
drunkenness, immorality and gambling of the East End streets. they are, 
in fact, placed in the midst of the very refuse of our civilization, and yet, 
(to quote from a former chapter) whether they become bootmakers, tailors. 
cabinet makers, glaziers or dealers, the Jewish inhabitants of East London 
rise in the social seale,”’ 

There is no suggestion here or throughout Mr. Booth's great work 
of ageressi pe Anarchisin in connection with the foreign Jew who 
has made his home in our midst. the contrary,’ to continue 
from the chapter from which I have just quoted, ‘‘no one will 
deny that the Children of Israel are the most law-abiding inhabitants of 
East London, They keep the peace, they pay their debts, and they abide 
by their contracts, practices in which they are undoubtedly superior to 
the English and Irish casual labourers among whom they dwell. For the 
Jew is quick to perceive that ‘law and order,’ and the ‘sanctity of 
contract, are the sine qua non of a full and free competition in the open 
market.’’ One further quotation from Miss Potter's article : As a citizen 


of our many-sided metropolis he is unmoved by those gusts of passion whic! 
lead to drunkenness and crime; whilst on the other hand he pursues t), 

main purposes of personal existence, undistracted by the humours, illusion.. 
and aspirations arising from the unsatisfied emotions of our more complicated 
and less disciplined natures,” 

Another impartial explorer of East End Jewry who enjoyed quite 
exceptional facilities for unearthing the Jewish Anarchist if he were to be 
found amid the purlieus of East London is even more explicit on the poin: 
upon which your correspondent has so grossly misled you and your readers. 
Mr. C. Russell in his essay on the Jews in London, published only las: 
year, writes: ‘* Apart from the general influence of English education and 
an English environment, there are one or two minor influences whieh oy 
just worth taking into account. Among them, Socialism deserves to be briefly 
noticed as Onelof the disruptive forces with which Kast Knd Judaism has t. 
reckon. Jewish Socialists are forthe most part Freethinkers, . . . Still th 
spread of Socialism among the foreign community does not seem to hav: 
been considerable. The Jew is an individualist by nature; and though he 
is enough of a dreamer to be attracted by almost any remote ideal, there 
seems to be peculiarly little in the programme and promised Utopia «| 
Socialism that is really congenial to him. Even those who have bee 
Socialists in Russia do not seem to find much that is to their taste in the 
Socialism of English workmen. . . . Moreover in Jewish circles it is 
the correct thing to disapprove of Socialism; it is vaguely associated with 
Atheism, and the word ‘Socialist’ is perhaps most commonly employed 
as aterm of abuse.’’ 

Your correspondent will, doubtless, admit that Socialism—vague and 
unorganised Socialism—of which a good deal is to be heard among Eas: 
Londoners generally—is a far different thing to the aggressive Anarchism, 
with its pestiferous propaganda, of which he made so much, and of whic! 
absolutely no trace has been discovered to exist among East End Jews,

Rothschilds and the Turf.—The Rucing World, in giving a portrait of 
Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, says:—For two generations now have the 
Ktothschilds been connected with the Turf, of which they have become 
established pillars, upright and strong, with the best interests of our 
National pastime at heart. The late Baron Meyer was the first of the 
name to register the now well-known dark blue jacket and yellow cap, 
which were so successfully carried in his name by those grand animals 
Favonius, Hannah, Corisande, and King Tom. The last-named, on going to 
the stud, begat the Derby winner, King Craft, and the classic filly Tormentor 
and Hippia. After the death of Baron Meyer, his brother, Lionel, who raced 
as **Mr,. Acton,”’ inherited some of his best thoroughbreds, and continued 
to use the old colours. But Baron Lionel himself soon passed away, only a 
few days after Sir Bevys had won the Derby for him in 1879. Mr. Leopold 
de Rothsehild. who is the third son of Baron ‘Lionel, took over the colours, 
and, receiving some thoroughbreds as a portion of his heritage, he started 
on the Turf by being elected a member of the Jockey Club. Fashion was 
one of the first of Mr. de Rothschild’s own breeding to carry his colours 
prominently, and she won the Epsom Gold Cup and the Chester Cup. 
She was bv Favonius, as was Favo, who won innumerable Queen's 
Plates. Nellie, a daughter of Hippia, twice defeated the celebrated 
Duteh Oven in 1882. Since then the subject of our sketch has owned 
many good horses, one of the best being St. Frusquin, who had 
the misfortune to be born in the same year as Persimmon. For some time 
past “Mr. Leo’’ has been out of touch with fortune. His horses have been 
most unlucky, and, worst ofall, he has suffered from bad health, The victory 
of Doricles in the St. Leger, on Wednesday, was therefore acclaimed by all 
true sportsmen who appreciate the unswerving honest and sterling qnalities 
of the colt’s owner. We trust that luck for him has now changed, and that 
for many years to come he will, in the enjoyment of full health, witness his 
colours carried to victory in similar events. 

A Sad Delusion.—A remarkable dénouement has been given to the 
mysterious murder of Frances Annie Norbury by Caroline Agnes Jolliffe 
Dyer. It appears that the prisoner and her brother were both under the 
insane delusion that they were being persecuted by a conspiracy. This is 
a common form of madness, but in the case of this unfortunate brother and 
sister the conspiracy they imagined was a plot against them by ‘* the 


Jews.”’ The brother, who is now a hoot-maker, had n a 
butcher at Portsmouth, the Mayor of which town, Ald. Emanuel, 
had. in the course of his official duty, in about the year 1893, 


signed a summons issued by the Sanitary Inspector against Dyer 
for having in his possession meat alleged to be liable to be condemned as 
unwholesome under the Public Health Acts. The sister was in the 
employment of Mr. Lewis in Green Lanes, who had many Jewish customers. 
Both the brother and sister had also lived in Brighton, and they believed 
they were dogged by Jews. Precisely how and why this baseless hallucina- 
tion led Caroline Dver to stab to death Frances Annie Norbury and to attack 
other members of the family and a salvage man named Reed, while 
Ralph John Dyer assisted in the onslaught on Mrs. Norbury, 
is not revealed by the report. Mrs. Norbury had been very kind to the 
female prisoner, and was apparently a Christian, but the Dyers believed that 
Frances had been assaulted in her house. The case offers an extreme and 
deplorable example of the state of the minds in which anti-Semitism finds a 
lodgment. The two Dyers were tried on Tuesday at the Central Criminal 
Court and ordered to be detained as criminal lunaties. 


OUR BERLIN LETTER. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT). 
BERLIN, 9th SEPTEMBER, 


Jews and the Recent Financial Bankruptcies. 


The cessation from work among our Jewish institutions still continues. 
Unfortunately the prolongation of the recess is partially due to the bad 
times, for no society ventures at present to bear the cost of a propaganda to 
obtain members and contributions, as it knows that the result will be 
infinitesimal. The big bankruptcies of recent months affected only Christian 
houses, among them several which were st rongly anti-Semitic ; but number- 
less coreligionists have lost the whole or the greater part of their 
fortunes, and other well-to-do Jews, who did not suffer to any extent by the 
bankruptcies, are also reduced in cireumstances since even what 
you call ‘‘gilt-edged securities’’ have fallen heavily on the Bourse. 
Besides this, German industry has gone through a species of latent crises. 
It is therefore easily to be understood that at such a timeas the present our 
wealthy Jews are not disposed to make fresh sacrifices. It is on this account 
that our Committees are idle, and as there is this year practically no agitation 
in respect to the communal elections which take place in November, every- 
thing is tranquil in our midst. 


The Anti-Semites and the Blood Accusation. 

The anti-Semites have disturbed the prevailing quiet by issuing a circular 
which they have sent to fifty persons, asking them : 

1. Whether in their opinion there are Jews who for ritual, religious, 
and other purposes use human blood, and therefore commit ritual murder or 
blood murder, and if so on what ground their opinion is founded. 

2. If they are convinced of the charge, what in their opinion is the 
best. means for stamping out this crime. 

The fifty persons who received this cirenlar were very cutely chosen 
according to their political colour and not for their scientifie opinions. In 
the view of the leaders of the anti-Semites, every butcher's assistant is at 
the present day competent to form a judgment on this question. Notwith- 
standing this precaution, the result has not been very striking. Of the fifty 
persons, thirty-four sent in replies; but of these thirty-four, eight declared 
themselves incompetent to give an opinion, one roundly denied the possibility 
of a ritual murder, and four asserted, while believing in the possibility of 


ritual murder, they had no proofs to favour this view. The former Court 


Chaplain, Dr. Stécker, is among those who declared themselves 
incompetent to judge, Stewart Chamberlain in Vienna among those 
who believe in the possibility .of Jewish ritual murder, but have 


no proofs. There thus remain twenty-one persons who are convinced that 
ritual murder does exist. Among them are the editors of some anti-Semitic 
papers ; an anti-Semitic member of Parliament, Bindewald, whose reply you 
published in your last issue, a few obscure Pastors and some anonymous 
persons. Of well-known personages, there is only one, Professor Rohling In 
Prague, 

As to the answers, English readers can form no idea of the folly of 
German anti-Semites: I will cite afew. Dr. Bewer is assured that ritual 
murders are committed and that every child is afraid of an old Jew, while it 
will runtoa cow. Children have sound instincts, for they know that the 
cow gives milk while the Jew wishes to murder them. A Dr. Hentschel 
believes in ritual murder, but thinks that it does not prevail so largely 
among the old Jewish class as among the ** Kassars."" The only remedy is, 
in his opinion, to behead the majority of the Jews and to expel the rest. 
The real erime of the Jews is, bowever, their method of slaughtering 
animals, and: until this is prohibited the greatest danger hangs over 
Germany. The answers display the existence of much superstitious belief. 

The opinion of Rohling is noteworthy, not on account of what he has to 
say on ritual murder, for he restricts himself to a brief recapitulation of 
his well-known views, but owing to his strong partisanship in favour of 
Zionism. He holds that the movement of the Zionists for a return to 
Palestine should be encouraged in every way. I imagine that the Zionists 
will not all be pleased with the support they receive from such a quarter. 
In Germany and Austria no greater harm can befall a movement than that 
it finds favour in the eyes of Dr. Rohling, whose fanatical hatred against 
everything Jewish is excused by his friend Count Coudenhove, with the 
plea that he considers Rohling irresponsible in all matters affecting the 


Jews. 
It speaks well for the sounder yiews that now obtain in Germany that 


the circular and the replies have received but scant notice in the press. 
Five vears ago such action\met with considerable approval in influential 
cireles, but the light thrown on the question by the Society for Combatting 
Anti-Semitism has not been without beneficial results, when even a Stécker 
declares himself incompetent to give an opinion. 

The actions at Konitz arising out of the side issues in connection with 
the alleged ritual murder are not yet at an end. It seems as though this 
mournful affair is not to be allowed to rest. The anti-Semites are now busy 
in constructing a new case of' ritual murder at Angermiinde, where the 
corpse of an unknown boy was found, It is now the fashion of the 
Stautsbirger Zeitung and other papers of the same stamp to denounce every 
murder, the perpetrator of which is unknown, as a ritual crime, But these 
efforts have several times failed during the last few months. We may, 
therefore, hope that the lastest attempt at creating a sensation by our 
enemies will be equally futile. ~

More 
profitable is the task of considering its cause, There have been previous 
indications that the Anarchist doctrine which the annatural political eondi- 
tion of Russia foments has feund too promising reeruits among the 
most wretched of Russian subjects, the half-edueated Jews. The most 
terrible suffering and the most daring revolt of a notorious Siberian out- 
break were the lot and the work of some revolutionists of Jewish birth. An 
Englishman of Jewish deseent who is an Anarchist must be hard to find, 
put in Russia the ferocity of oppression has generated the desperate violence 
of resistance. ‘*The one red star, tyrannicide,”’ of which Mr. Swinburne 
sang, is a delusive meteor in the heavens of many Russians. Consider the 
poor wretch who has lost his Jewish faith, has gained no Russian citizenship, 
tas been prevented from pursuing his studies far enough to find the calmness 
of the philosopher or regain in its reasonable form the religion which his 
youth knew only as a mass of unexplained ceremonies. ~The boy or girl 
has been taught to enquire of the human reason. The parent and the Rabbi 
belong to a differently trained order of mind, willing to practise the pious 
duties taught by tradition, utterly unable to explain to the student the 
laws on Which the erystallised observances depend. To the soul yearning 
for intellectual companionship, one society offers itself, It is a society fed 
by the most: generous section of the Russian world, imbued with the spirit 
of revolt which Turguenieff depicted, which Tolstoi embodies. The Nihilists, 
Socialists, and Anarchists share on many points the same theories, 
though only seetion of the latter body would advance their 
views by violent) means, While Tolstei himself is too obviously 
a noble Russian to be proseribed, those followers of his ideas 
who ‘are frank and more lowly placed are often cruelly ill-used; and 
their creed passes beyond its normal patience into acts.of vengeance or of 
self-preservation almost as wild and cruel, though not on so extensive a 
scale, as the raids of the Cossacks and the police. The poison spreads, 
and just as the Italian murderers of Carnot and the Austrian Empress are 
the product of past generations of the Austrian police in Italy, so Czolgosz 
is the work of the knont, and the ideas of bis misunderstood and mistaken 
teachers are born of the tortures and starvations suffered yy students of 
Russian Universities. The lecturers to whom he listened may have started 


with the purest ideas of self-sacrifice, burning to be the vietims who should 


die for the’ human race as the Church taught their fellows one had — 


voluntarily died on Calvary. The wrongs they see around them ‘give 
their utterances a bitterness which to weak minds seems to justify the 


most atrocious acts.

The Duty of adopt in those circumstances is one that coneerns our 
the Healthy. .- brethren in Russia more than us in Western Europe, 
but the unceasing emigration from the sorely tormented 

Ghettos makes it a question for us all. Our ministers and our religious 
journals preach generally to the faithful. [bt is necessary to try to reach 
the unconverted too, Proud of his knowledge of an incomplete philosophy, 
the Russian Anarchist thinks of nothing less than of the time-worn fetishes, 
as to him they seem, of Christianity or of Judaism. He _ might 
vive serious consideration to an argument, but the Shamas meets 
him as he enters the synagogue, puts the finger to his lips and 
Offers him a talith. Instead of teaching him, through his one fine 
and disinterested ambition for the advancement of the world though 
his life be sacrificed in the process, some propound to him the selfish hope 
of founding a new nationality of Zionists, others tell him to believe as they 
themselves do, without troubling to convince him of the reasonableness 
of their belief. No one labours rationally and patiently to cure’ the 
unhappy souls suffering from the moral blood-poisoning which the corruption 
of Russian life has engendered. It is necessary to teach conduct 
once again, to base its study upon natural laws irrespective of tradition, and 
to lead the wandering hearts and distorted minds back to loyal and peaceable 
methods. Where both Jews and Christians fail is in frankly meeting the 
problems which an awakened intelligence sets itself in the light of the 
discoveries which the 20th century has inherited. It is impossible to elaborate 
here all the methods of guiding those wayward sympathies to a safe and 
serviceable way of really ad¥ancing human progress. But to find and use 
such methods is a duty instantly incumbent upon the prophets and preachers 
of the day. That it should be so urgently necessary is the fault of the 
shocking and short-sighted oppression of Russian bureaucrats; but a 
necessity it would be even if the revelation which the hideous crime of 
Buffalo flashes upon us had not come to awaken us from the dream that the 
old formulas which we willingly accept are sufficient for all the congregation.

My own opinion, backed up by the opinion of Mr. J. G. Fraser, of Bloemfontein, of 
the Brandfort refugee camp, is that it is A model retugee caniyp it} every way, the present 
superintendent, Mr. Edward Jacobs, being essentially a busy man, courteous, firm and 
conscientious in his work. 

I must also not omit mentioning the late superintendent, Mr. Smith, who was much 
liked by the refugees, and carried out bis arduous duties with the same courtesy and 
firmness : the position being no sinecure. . 

I may say that Dr. Marthinus kindly showed Mr, Fraser, our R.J.P., and myself 
through the hospital marquees, and we found the patients, both young and old, were 
being well looked after; cheerful ventilation being a very noticeable item. 

It IS a real pleasure for me to send this short description ot what | have seen and 
know of the Brandfort refugee camp, and trast the pro-Boers in England and elsewhere

Jewish Soldiers. 


We learn from the Rev. F. L. Cohen that a Jewish soldier lately 
invalided from the Front, and now again in-hospital, has stated that while 
he was attached to the Headquarters Staff last vear, he was entrusted with 
the burial of just over fifty Jewish soldiers, as the authorities were 
solicitous to secure the gallant deceased the last rites of their own faith. 
although many of them died far away from any Jewish congregation. lnevery 
one of these cases, therefore, at least the Shema and the Koddish were 
recited at their interment. A list was kept of these burials, but it unforto- 
nately rat lost when the holder of it fet] ill himself. He it al two other 
men were stricken down with enteric after interring a corpse the burial of 
which was an immediate necessity. The Jew engaged in this pious labour 
recovered suffictent ly to be invalided, but his comrades both suecumbed. 
The brethren he had buried were mainly soldiers of the South Afriean 
Corps who had been Colonials, or Uitlanders of Kusso-Polish birth. The 


soldier also ment ioned that he had heard command rive 1} 7 Yiddish in 
the enemy's ranks, as his Company were storming a position, and had him 


self with a comrade taken prisoner a Jewish Boer who was reciting the 
Shem as he was knocked down and disarmed.

A special praver in memory of the lite President will be offered up by 
the Chief Rabbi in the Great Synagogue on the ensuing Day of Atonement. 
In several synagogues on the first day of the New Year feeling references 
were made to the tragic death of President Mehinley. 


P GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


The Chore in announcing the tidings to the crowded 
cong rewation, suid that the dastard shot of an aSSassin had sent to his grave 
a man of noble nature, a man of benevolence, sagacity and earnestness, 4 
man who had been twice elected by the overwhelming vote of 
a discerning peaple — to become Chief of the State, under whose 
beneficent and wise rule the States of America had 
ittained to unparalled prosperity. But no weapon could murder goodness, no 
weapon could strike down the power of a fair life, could mar its salutary 
mfluence ipo the world of humanity. The martyrdom of President 
MeKinlev bad done much to cement the union of nations, had, by 
a touch of nature, niade the whole world mourners, But the first vear of 
the twentieth century—a vear and an age of vaunted civilisation 
md enlightenment —-had been stained by a erime dark and huge as a 
mountain, a erime aS blick as any which had ever disgraced the lawless 
days of medinvalism. Lord Beaconsfield had once publicly stated 
that the great danger which threatened the fabric of social order was 
the fact that Europe was honeyecombed with secret societies. At the time, 
the accuracy of the statement had been impugned. But sad experience had 
conclusively proved that it was not without foundation, that the safety 
and peace of the world were, indeed, gravely menaced by men who, under 
the name of Anarchists, Nihilists, and Revolutionary Socialists, disseminated 
the hideous doctrine of War upon society, and shamefully abused the inven- 
fions of scrence to perpetuate their loathsome crimes, Religion, and pre- 
eminently, the recognition of the Ten Commandments could alone combat and 
destroy Anarehism, tor Atheism-—the negation of the supernatural in the 
covernment of human affairs, and the dentalofasoul, inbreathed in man by God, 
soul of His undying spirit—was at the very basis and root of Anarchist 
dloet rine. And therefore the duty incumbent upon all was to imbue their 
ehildren with a fir and steadfast belief in God, in Divine revelation, in the 
recognition that ** He is our Law-Giver, our Judge, our King ’’—doctrines 
which were so Clearly and fully enunciated in the Musaph services of 
that day. 


SERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE. 


In his sermon on New Year, the venerable Professor Marks 
referring to the death of President) MeKinley, said that it was 
unusual to cloud the sunshine of a festival by sad allusions, but he would be 
doing violence tohis own feelings and those of the congregation at large if 
he did not take that opportunity to deplore the death of the illustrious 
President of the United States, who had been struck down by the accursed 
hand of an assassin. Just when they had been elated with hopes of his 
recovery came the shock of the intelligence that he was no more. They 
wished to offer their heartfelt sympathy in this terrible bereavement to the 
suffering widow of the stricken President, and the great American people, to 
whom they were bound by so many ties of lineage and language. The con- 
gregation were deeply impressed by the reverend gentleman's forceful 
eloquence, The Wardens have expressed a wish to have the sermon 
printed’ in extenso for cireulation among the members. jut as Professor 
Marks now preaches extemporaneously, it may be impossible to comply 
with their request.

NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE. 

On the tirst day of New Year, the Rev. S. SINGER took his text from the 
1i%th Psalm, ** Uphold me according to Thy word, that I may live; and let 
me not be ashamed of my hope."’ In the course of a sermon on the need of 


a Spirit of Hopefulness in ‘the New Year, Mr. Singer said: Is there not also: 


something critical in the spread of ideas which lead to such acts as the whole 
world is now deploring? One is lost in sorrowful amazement at the 
ineflable wickedness and folly of those who pretend to promote the cause of 
liberty by slaying the representatives and guarantors of liberty. Since we 
began to assemble here for worship this morning, the news has arrived that 
the attempt upon the life of the President of the United States has been but 
too fatally successful. Early this morning he breathed his last. We join most 
fervently inthe prayers of all good men and true all the world over that God may 
console the bereaved widow and sustain the sniitten nation, and that whoever 
may be struck down at the post of duty—and it seems as if it were often 
the noblest who are called to such a fate—there may be no arrest in the 
onward march of a great people towards the realisation of its high destiny 
among the nations. But it is useless, after this and similar acts. to shut 
oureyes to the existence of the hideous moral disease afflicting our latest 
civilisation. Where strong passions unite with weak principles, 
and religion is banished and laughed out of the hearts and _ lives 
of men, there you have the favouring soil upon which Anarchism 
may grow and flourish. Fostered by morbid vanity and a 
love of notoriety to which the publicity now given to the 
most execrable crimes so effectively panders, to what inhuman, to what 
anti-human acts may it not be equal! How clearly has the Psalmist seen 
into the whole matter. ‘The fool hath said in his heart, There is no 
God.’’ What follows ? *‘ They are corrupt; they have done abominable 
deeds. There is none that doeth any good thing.’’ Verily we have 
reason on this New Year's Day to ask God not to let us lose hope, 
whether in the ultimate overthrow of evil or in the ultimate triumph of 
Giood, And on our part, also, something is required to be done, as well 
as to be hoped for. Does not all this point to the need of a truer and 
deeper religious teaching, a truer and fuller religious life ? 


NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 


At the North London Synagogue, the minister, the Rev. Junius A. 
GOULDSTEIN, said; It is almost diflicult to speak of this dist ressing occurrence 
without exasperation. The ruthless sacrifice of this great good man by the 
hand of a cruel assassin is not a very great compliment to the boasted 
civilisation of the 20th Century. It is no justifieation that wrongs needed 
righting, that defects called for remedial means: no one ean claim 
perfection, no system-—least of all that that wishes to improve others

and without warning, stricken down by an assassin. Yesterday we heard 
that the tragedy had reached its culmination, and Mr. MeKinley had breathed 
his last. Should we not pronounce over the remains of this statesman, wh 
had climbed from the lowest to the highest rung of the ladder, who had rise 
from the cottage to the White House, and lived in peace and goodwil’ 
with all men, David's lament at Abner’s sudden death, ** Thy hands wer 
not bound, nor thy feet put into fetters. As one falls before wicked mer 
so fellest thou.’’ We share the universal feelings of grief and indignation 
and join in the world-wide tribute of sympathy with her who made the lat 
President's married life a perfeet idyll, who was his helpmeet, comfor 
stfength, support and stay. May her prayer in the first moment of her 
anguish be answered, May Ciod indeed be with her in her hour of bitte:

The explanation offered 
for that caitiff blow which smote down—as such blows usually smite down 
a man actually pre-eminent for his uprightness and zeal in the most solem 
duties of a Chief Magistrate, is that it was the outcome of the desir 
felt by those who are filled with despair because of the glaring 
inequalities of our social organisation, to bring about salvation for 
suffering fellowmen, But oh! the futility and folly of it! The 
history of religion shows that the vicious means can never hope 
to secure the virtuous end, nor can terror avail where love is strong. Least 
of all do pious Jews deny (for their prophets still speak truth in this regard) 
that the state of society must be in so far evil as it permits to flourish the 
harsh taskmaster, the exacting landlord, the oppressive creditor. They 
feel that for Isracl’s self it is the darkest shame that such may even be 
found still in the ranks of those who should everyone be a witness of the 
Lord. But how ludicrous after all to aim at impressing this type of indi- 
vidual by striking at those persons of exalted station who, with all the 
defects of earthly organisation, yet personify and centralise just’ the 
nobler and more generous developments of corporate humanity—at 
that law the origin and object of which is the attempt to secure equal funda- 
mental rights toall, and which succeeds in some degree in checking the crue! 
and the aunscrupulous—or at that Order, the aim and reason of which Is the 
peace and freedom of the multitude, alike of the silliest reveller in super- 
fluity and the most hard-pressed in the struggle for daily bread. Religion 
teaches that mankind can become, and will become as men become, truer 
and gentler and more god-like, that the public will live together in all-per- 
vading justice and equity only as the individuals that constitute the public 
recognise more and more their own personal and separate duty to guide 
their respective affairs with the spirit of justice and equity, These 
are the veriest commonplaces of human experience, and yet Anarchism 
affects to find- them unworthy of attention. Is this not because 
in the purblind self-satisfaction of half. observation, and the = con- 
fusion of thought characteristic especially of opiniated ignorance, 
its votaries break loose tirst from the guiding lines of religion, and groping 
in the pathless tracks of human feebleness, look not at all at the continuous 
progress which has ennobled man over his fellow-creatures, has led him on 
from savagery to civilisation, and yet shows promise of more glorious 
achievement ? The faithful Jew,aye, and the unfaithful Jew also, may be 
saved from this delirium of short-sighted hopelessness by those frequen! 
reminders belonging to hi, religion, which force the doctrine of the respon- 
sibility of the individual upon at least his occasional notice. Be he 
only capable of receiving the message, it proclaims to him the paramoun' 
importance of his personal virtue for the advancement of his kin, his race, 
his whole kind, It teaches, too, that if the Supreme Love and Wisdom per- 
mitted this cruel blow which we share with our American brothers to fall’o! 
one of the most prominent of men, and sanctioned the sudden close of s. 
useful and beautiful a life, it must have been because He willed the human 
family to ponder on some sanctifying and eleyating thought of the kind |! 
have so inadequately sought to express. And the lesson will not have been 
in vain for us here, if our own lives be so directed by a sense of love and 
of duty, that in the hour of our test we can as spontaneously cry, as did 
the pious soul of William McKinley: ‘It is God’s way—His will be

Sir Philip Magnus took an important part in this vear’s meeting, Pro- 
iessor Mareus Hartog also joining in the discussions and giving a practical 
demonstration of the mechanism of a frog's tongue, <A 
electrical subject by M. Lipmann was read. 

Mr. Charles 8. Myers read a paper on an interesting point of Egyptology. 
ile said that it appeared that Hen Nekht ruled over Egypt in the third dynasty, 
‘bout 4000 B.C. His tomb was discovered last season near Girgeh. He was the 
earliest Known king whose remains had been found, and they were the first 
whieh could with any certainty be dated as belonging to the third 
dynasty. They proclaimed him a man of unusual height, 1,870 millimétres, 
200 millimetres more than the average of later and prehistoric Egyptians. 
His skeleton had a negroid character, the skull very massive and capacious, 
extraordinarily broad-headed, Both Manetho and Eratosthenes mentioned an 
iyyptian King of phenomenal stature. A broad-headed race was commonly 
thought to have arrived first in the Nile Valley at Koptos from Punt, a land 
sacred to the later Egyptians, the situation of which was probably near 
Somaliland and the opposite coast. We have lately discussed the 
situation of this country in connection with Dr. Peters’s hypotheses. | 
There was, sail Mr. Myers, some geological evidence to shew 
that the Red Sea extended in historic times through the lakes near to 
Isinailia. Accordingly, the people of Punt, wandering northward from their 
home along the shores of the Red Sea, could conceivably have made their 
way with ease to the Nile Valley nearer Memphis. It was, however, not 
less probable that Asia rather than Punt was the home of this broacder-headed 
race, The earliest dynastic Egyptians use the Babylonian seals and the Baby- 
ionian cubit. To Asia and Central Europe we were wont to look for the broader- 
headed people. Moreover, according to the Greek legend, Memphis was 
founded by the marriage of Memphis, daughter of the Nile, with Epaphus, 
who, born of the Grecian lo (Isis), was carried off when a babe to Syria, and 
brought back by his mother to Egypt. This view, Mr. Myers said, might 
solve some difficulties. Mr. Myers also gave some comparisons between the 
hearing powers of Murray Islanders, Torres Straits, and Scotsmen, founded 
on the use of Galton’s whistle. 

Major P. A. MacMahon, F.R.S., of the Artillery College, Woolwich, the 
chosen biographer of Sylvester, gave an-mftresting presidential address to 
the Mathematical and Physical Science section, in the course of which he 
described the defunct Mathematical Society of Spitalfields. Founded in 
1717 by Joseph Middleton, it was in 1801 already a venerable institution. 
lt met at various taverns, finally settling at Crispin Street, and 
the subseription was 6s. 6d. a quarter, or sixpence au week, Among 
its members was Gompertz. In L866 the present Mathematical Society was

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EAST END CHARITY. 


THE GHETTO’S SELF-HELP IN BENEVOLENCE. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


In a previous article the writer, dealing with the accommodation 
provided in East London places of worship for the High Festivals, inter alu, 
noted that East End Jews spent £1,400 (without offerings) on these special 
services. The figure proportionate to the position of the Jewish poor and 
added to the normal expenditure on synagogues is very large aonie’, and 
undoubtedly larger than that indulged in by non-Jews. 

In this article an attempt is made to show how much the East End Jewry 
spends on benevolence, especially on its own poor. It must have struek 
everyone that the poor do much themselves, and, indeed, it is a trite saying 
that the poor are the best friends of the poor, To bring this belief down 
to the cold region of demonstrated fact is not an easy task. The love for 
Statistical tabulation in such matters is not wide spread, and the ** Year 
Book,’ our chosen handbook on matters Jewish, could be improved in the 
matter of facts and figures relative to the current affairs of Jewish life. 

The tables here prepared showed that £6,892 is annually spent by East 
End Jews in public charities. Between the extremes in preparing estimates, 
the minimum figures have been preferred in almost every case, and this may 
give rise to corrections which will enable the writer on future occasions to 
prepare exact tables on the matter ander investigation. The total is 
arrived at in the following divisions of which the details will not be without 
interest to the keener observer of the ways of Jewish life:

An analysis of these figures shows that the larger proportion of East End 
henevolence goes to small and local or semi-loeal charities. Of £6,892 fully 
£3,100 is spent in such institutions as practically bring the giver in touch 
with the receiver ; the sense of the old brotherhood lingers and therefore 
the benevolence of the friendly societies figures for so large a sum pro- 
portionately. The most notable of the smaller items is £100, estimated as 
collected for penny dinner fands, which however includes boots funds, and 
literally represents a total made up of half-pennies and farthings. The 
spectacle of the collection of food which has its place in the ** Children of 
the Ghetto” is almost gone, if is no longer met with in in its crudest form, 
but the spirit of this form of charity still lingers and is seen in the house to 
house collection of food in the East End in the interest of one of the charities 
in the first table. 

A natural guestion arises on the perusal of these figures, and 
that is, what does the average East End Jew spend on charity 
annually ? What proportion does Rachmonuth bear to his average income ? 
The facts are still under investigation, and it is hoped to unveil in facts 
and figures the whole of Jewish life in East London shortly, but the 
following figures are in the nature of an interim report on the point, and 
any correcting suggestions will be acknowledged with thanks by the 
writer ;—

The principal event which has furnished matter for discussion in South 
Africa within the past fortnight, the visit of the Duke and Duchess of Corn 
walland York, has not been devoid of interest to the Jewish community. A- 
soon as the date of the visit of the Duke and Duchess was announced, the 
Jewish community in Durban—the first port of call for the Royal party ip 
South Africa—set about preparing an address of loyalty and welcome. It 
was deemed desirable, at the outset, to enlist the co-operation of the Jews 
throughout Natal, Transvaal and the Orange River Colony, and Dr. Hertz 
was invited by. the Durban Reception Committee to present the 
address on behalf of the Jews residing in the three Colonies, To 
this invitation every Jewish congregation, excepting the Johannesburg 


Hebrew Congregation, responded in cordial terms. The _ last-named 
body, however, did not join in the movement, as they wished 
their address presented at Cape Town, along with those of the 


Cape Colony Congregations. This has given rise to much ** diplomatic.” 
friction. Nevertheless, the presentation at Durban to the Duke and Duchess 
passed off most successfully. 

The movement for the advancement of Jewish religious education which 
I foreshadowed some weeks ago has already taken shape. On Sunday last a 
meeting was convened to discuss -the formation of a Council to promot: 
education in the Hebrew language and the Jewish religion. Mr. L. Kessle 
presided, and it was unanimously decided to form such a Council. A Sub 
Committee was appointed to draft a constitution and bye-laws, and to report 
to the meeting ata later date. In brief, the objects of the Couneil are - 
primarily, to provide a Jewish religious (not secular) training for ever) 
child, firstly, on the Witwatersrand, and, if necessary, throughout the 
Transvaal ; to provide similar training in the Hebrew language and religion 
for adults: to provide proper houses for Jewish children while attending 
school; and, if necessary, to impart to the poorer and more 
ignorant adult Jews the rudiments of secular instruction, The 
scheme is ambitious, but it starts under favourable auspices. 
It is encouraged by some of the foremost Jews on the Rand, and 
bids fair to have a long and useful career. Mr. B. P. Marks, B.A., pub- 
lisher of the Johannesburg Gazette, is the Secretary, and no more capable 
or painstaking occupant of the position could be found in view especiall) 
of the fact that he has had an extensive scholastic experience.

Jewish Labour News. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


In connection with the International Boot Repairers’ Union, thirty-eight 
out of lorty-tlive ofits members are on strike now, for the second time within 
the last four months. It will be remembered that the Union first came into 
existence when the masters ordered the employees to sign a mysterious 
document, which the latter refused to do, the struggle then ending in the 
masters’ unconditional surrender. ‘ Thus matters went on satisfactorily 


until recently, when the masters began to change their tacties,”’ said a 
representative of the Union at a meeting of tailors last Sunday. 
He had been specially appointed to familiarise the societies with 
the state of affairs, and to request financial’: and other assistance. 
What they complained of was, that lately the employers commenced 
gradually reducing their weekly wages, which just at the present 
time fluctuated between 12s. and 18s. In addition to the redue- 
tion of wages their working hours were also increased. They were 


now compelled to work for that miserable pittance from six in the morning 
till midnight. On venturing to come at seven, one had to put up with Is, 
less wages, lf one came to work as late as 7.30, one had to suffer the 
penalty of 2s. reduction in his wages; whilst the harsh treatment to which 
they were subjected was beyond the limit of human endurance.  Conse- 
quently, the Union had circularised the emplovers, putting forth the follow- 
ing demands: A rise of 3d. per hour, recognition of the Union as an 
intermediary in all future disputes, and a more human treatment. It was 
true they had no funds. But they were none the less sure of victory, 
because there were only three blacklegs, and the mastefs, not being 
rich enough to hold out any longer than the men, must soon yield 
to the latter’s just demands, or become work-hands themselves. Pubtlie 
svmipathy would accelerate their vietory. For this reason they requested 
all the unions to take an active interest in their struggle, by appointing 
delewates to serve on their Strike Committee, with a view of bringing the 
The Strike Committee sat at 120, Brick Laney 
on Monday evening, when, after full deliberation, it was resolved to appeal 
to the societies to assist them in opening a co-operative workshop of their 
own, should the masters refuse to redress the grievances compained of, 

The International Far Workers’ Union has taken a step in the right 
direction in trying to bring about an amalgamation with the English Furriers’ 
Union. first, members of their respective Lnions attended each other's 
meetings, With the object of discussing their common affairs. Sundry sug- 
gestions resulted from these mutual conferences, To begin with, workshop 
canvassing was recognised as an effective substitute for organising 
by public meetings, which in nine cases out of ten proved futile. Then a 
Committee was formed with the view of studving the former prices as com- 
pared with those prevailing at present, and to draw up a fair statement of 
Finally a Joint Committee was elected to draft a scheme for amal- 
gamating the two Unions. Whatever the result of the Committee's pro- 
ceedings, the fraternal relations thus kept up cannot fail to be conducive to

the well-being of the workers in the fur trade. 


Mr. David Policoff, Secretary of the International Tailors’ Machinists’ 
Pressers’ Trade Union, Manchester, was a delegate from that Society 
to the recent Trades Union Congress at Cardiff. Mr. Polieoff states that 
there was little of special Jewish interest in the proceedings. The 
attitude, however, of the many delegates was extremely sympathetic to 
Jewish workers, much more so than in any previous vear. In a dis- 
cussion, initiated by Miss Sileombe, on the Franchise Question, that lady 
said that the Jewish element at the Congress desired the abolition of the 
naturalisation fee.

The Synagogues in London and the Provinces were crowded on the New 
Year. The following reports of Services have reached us: 


Great. 


The services were conducted by the Revs. M,. Hast and A, E. Gordon. 
The Cuter Rape, who preached, took his text from Isaiah xxxiii., 22: ‘* For 
the Lord is our jadge, the Lord is our lawgiver, the Lord is our King: He 
will save us."’ Tle said that the first day of the New Year was essentially 
al (lay of memorial, of retrospect, not only of their own individual concerns, 
but atso of the destinies of the reat world of throbbing activity without. 
They had to offer their heartfelt thanks to God for his never-failing goodness 
and bounty, for his manifold mercies which flowed through the past vear 
like unto some deep and winding river, and which were as numberless as the 
dew-drops on the glittering sward. But it had also been a year marked 
with much Sorrow, anxiety and mourning. The outlook in South Africa, 
was, doubtless, somewhat brighter, but the war still dragged its weary 
length along. We had had to deplore the death of the great and gracious 
lady who had guided the destinies.of the great British Empire for so many 
vears, and had given her name to one of the most glorious epochs in English 
history. We had also to deplore the death of her eldest daughter. The 
Kmpress Frederick would ever be gratefully remembered by the Jews 
throughout the world, for her scathing denunciation of Judenhetze as a blot 
upon the eenturyv, her splendid eulogy of the ** beautiful patience “' which 
the Jews had ever displayed amidst persecution, for her lofty and noble 
ideals, so few of which, alas! were destined ever to be realised. Dr. Adler 
then referred to the death of President McKinley, His observations are 
civen in another column, 


Berkeley Street. 


The sermon at this synagogue was preached by the Rev. Professor 
Marks, DD. The venerable preacher, who a few months hence will enter 
his Hist vear, held the attention of a vast congregation for half-an-hour. lle 
based his discourse on Job xxxil.: * bP said days should speak, and multitude of 
years should teach wisdom.” Although nothing whatever was known about 


‘the authorship of the Book of Job, the sublimity of its teachings gave it a 


prominent place in the sacred volime. It was inspired with sentiments 
on which they would do well to ponder on such an occasion as the Day ot 


~ Memorial, aday which ushered in the birth of a new year. In the eves of the 


Supreme a thousand years were but as vesterday. Time flowed so swiftly and 
yet so silently that the keenest sensibility could not perceive its motion. 
Therefore all divisions of time into years and months were mere artificial 
aids to enable human beings to take count of its progress. If, as the 
thought of the text suggested, time could be endowed with the faculty of 
speech, how it would impress on them the importance of making the best use 
of the opportunities of life! On a day like the New Year the preacher felt 
it imperative to address himself especially to the younger members of his 
congregation, Every young person thought that his youth would last, if not 
for always, at least far beyond the limits that nature assigned to it. Though 
they might only have a couple of decades to look back upon, that was a sufli- 
cient period to convince them that life does not stand still even for young 
people. Let them remember, then, that their youth was fast fleeting away, 
and cultivate their intellectual capacities to the utmost. These were days 
in which the study of science claimed a large portion of their attention, but 
they must also cultivate the emotions and the powers of imagination. And 
Inasmuch as to know well was to do well, let them before all things learn 
aml put into practice the principles of ethical conduct laid down in the 
Sinaitic code. The young people whom he was addressing were the trustees 
of Anglo-Judaism. They were to fill the void which death had created in the 
ranks of the earnest founders of their congregation, to whom might be applied 
the words of the Atonement ritual—* the men of faithfulness have 
perished,’’ The preacher illustrated the subject of his sermon by means of 
the 90th Psalm, where the story of human life is told in six Hebrew words 
C73") SW? Here the Psalmist’s morning and evening 
were not to be understood as.representative of an ordinary day of twenty- 
four hours but as the interval between ‘*the liquid dew of youth’’ and 
the frosts of declining age.

they were sad at heart that day because of the sorrowful tidings which had- 


just reached them from across the Atlantic. The ruthless hand of the 
assassin had done its foul work but too well, the eords of President 
MekKinley’s life had been snapped in twain, and the people of the United 
States were plunged in deepest grief. They could not but feel the keenest 
sympathy with the American nation in its hour of trial and grief. The Bible 
taught the sanctity of human life, and could not be said to be “ played out ”’ 
in anage when there were those who preached and practised the doctrine of 
deliberate murder. The Liturgy for the New Year could not be held to be 
antiquated when it contained prayers for the altimate destruction of erime 
and the disappearance of the domination of arrogance. In the face of 
Anarchism, men might shrink from accepting positions of the highest 
responsibility, which exposed them to terrible dangers, and then the cause 
of progress and civilisation might be seriously retarded. But great minds 
would rise above such temptations to yield to cowardice, would bravevall 
terrors, andl would work all the more with might and main to establish the 
supremacy of law and order, until their New Year's prayers for the triumph 
of righteousness were realised, and God alone would reign in the hearts 

On the second day, the Rev. B. Spiers delivered a short address on the 
meaning and message of the Shofar, 


Central. 


On the first day the Rey. E. Spero read the entire service. The Rey. 
J. Levy assisted on the second day. Mr, M, Schulman acted as Baal Tokeah, 

The Rey. L. MENDEISOHN preached a sermon on the first day of the 
New Year, in whieh he spoke of the writing on the wall at Belshazzar's 
feast.

The attendance was larger than on 
any previous occasion, every available space having been occupied, This 
was due to the constant increase of Jewish residents in the locality, which 
shows the absolute necessity ol building a more commodious place of 
worship.

Synagogue, Dunk Street (to which the Ladies’ Holy Vestment Society has 
presented a handsome chandelier), by the Revs. D. Hyams and A. Jacobs 
(who kindly rave his SErvices): at the North Bow ana Vietoria Park 
Synagogue by Messrs. Ansell and Raphael Hart; and at the Limehouse 
Synagogue, 656, Commercial Road, by Mr. M. Lazarus and Mr. I. Riechan. 
The Rey. H. JERkrvicit preached on the first day at the New Goulston Street 
Synagogue, and on the second day at a service held by the Jewish National 
Tatlors’ Union, 34, Conmercial Street. 

The ** Paragon’ Musie Hall and the Shoreditch Town Hall were engaged 
by the Rev. B. Sehewzik, who admitted nearly one thousand persons with- 
out tickets.

Children's Services. 


FROM CORRESPONDENT, | 


The assertion has too often been made that Judaism more or less ignores 
the spiritual claims of the child-——in eontradistinetion to Christianity, with 
its oft-quoted dictum, ** Suffer little children to come unto me,.”’ Such a 
generalization always of doubttul beecuracy, Can certainly ne longer be print 
forward with any degree of justice. ‘** The child in the temple "’ has been 
well looked after this vear. Impressive children’s services were held in the 
Hallof the Great Synagogue (conducted by Messrs. M. Bensky and J. Dangloe 
witz, and superintended by Mr. A. Abrahams of the Jews’ Free School), and 
in most of the important Board Schools in the East End, Gravel Lane (con- 
ducted by Messrs. H. G. Mever, H. Orler and HL. Gutmacher), Deal Street 
(conducted by Mr, Isidore Aarons), Hanbury Street, at Chicksand Street 
(supervised hy Mr. hk. and conducted hy Mr. Bb. Lelyveld), Settles Street 
(Superintendent, Mr. John Ellis, Readers, Messrs. Joseph Jacobs and John 
Ellis, and Baal Tokeah, Mr. Joseph Klichewski, formerly trumpeter in the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade), and many others. Service commenced at 8°30 and 
a.m., and in many instanees there was a half-hour’s interval before Musaf. 
Thus the child's attention which flags so. easily -was well kept throughout, 
and the decorum was of a much higher order than could otherwise have been 
obtained. Short addresses were delivered at most of the Services. In the

We have seen in the last 
year deeds of unspeakable horror perpetuated in the far East, savage butchery 
on one side, punished by the slaughter of thousands on the other. During 
all this year we have seen a war dragged on after all sense or reason in 
fighting had ceased -brave men going to death or captivity at the bidding 
of obstinate leaders sitting in ease and safety ; and men, equally brave, dying 
of wounds and disease in stamping out the embers of war. We have just 
seen the freely-elected chief of a great and free nation stricken down (1 
grieve to add to the death) by the mad fury of irreconcilable Anarchy. 
Everywhere we see painful differences in men’s fortunes—some wealthy 
beyond calculation ; some poor, wanting daily food and nightly shelter. We 
see capital warring with labour, and pauperism, drunkenness nd crime 
looming large in every land. Which way is God’s rule carrying the world ? 
We may be pardoned, | repeat, if we pause before we answer the question, 
Brethren! When we stand on the sea-shore and look for a moment 
at the waves as they roll in and then roll back, we are in 
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doubt if the sea is rising or falling. But if we mark the 
water-line at intervals sufliciently large, our doubt will) vanish. 
So if vou look at the great sea of human life at any one moment (and a 
year or two or ten in the existence of moinkind is but as a moment), you 
will doubt if the tide is rising or falling. But look at that sea at different 
intervals, compare the world as it is now with what it was a thousand 
vears ago, or five hundred vears ago, or even when the century just passed 
away, was born, There were wars then as there are wars now, but were 
helpless women and children fed and clothed and housed by those against 
whom the husbands of these women and the fathers of these children were 
lighting tothe death? And were those wars followed, as this will be, by 
deeds of kindliness to the vanquished? There were rich and poor then, but 
were the rich striving, as* they now are in thousand ways, 
ta) ameliorate the comdition of the poor t There were struggles 
then between capital and labour, but did the Law of the State observe 
just and strict neutrality between the combatants? Pauperism, crime and 
drunkenness existed to a greater degree and only cruelty was employed to 
reduce them. For small offences men and women were hanged; and for 
debts they could not pay men lay rotting in gaol until merciful death wiped 
out the score and so released them. Picture to yourselves the world as 
it was two hundred vears ago, and look at it now, and vou will not doubt 
Which way the world is moving. You will have no hesitation in determining 
the tendency of God's rule. You will see with delight and gratitude that 
God is leading mankind to greater worthiness and to greater happiness. In 
the prayer that followed, Mr. Emanuel invoked God's merciful Judgment on 
the eminent man hurried without preparation into His presence, and His 
reward for the meritorious deeds of his life. He had fallen‘a true soldier 
on the battle field; he had been foully slain while at his post defending the 
cause of law and order. Might God, the preacher said, bring to an end all 
Violence and crime and make peace and good-will to prevail throughout the 
world,
